Mo alterations have been effected on the runway and the perimeter traeks 
of Msrseburg Airfield since 1951, nor haB the airfield itself been extended 
either to east or west since that date. 


Tbs connecting traeks betweenthe perimeter traek and the eastern end of the runway 
are in very poor condition, being full of holes. The traeks are about 6 meters 
w.ide* 

Aircraft are towed from hangars to the runway by trucks; they usually do not 
use the perimeter traek but are hauled directly otoer the grase field. 

Aircraft .Fuel Depot and Suoplys 

MIG fightere are filled up from tank trucks which drive up to t'hem cn the 
parking area from the fuel depot 200 meters west of the last hangar*

There is a supply shed on the airfield,, 0n many occasions, boxes measuring about 
40 x 60 x 25 cm have been unloaded from supply cars near this point and have 
been taken into the cellar below the shed, the entrances to which are invaribly 
guarded by double sentries 0 The overall measurements of the shed are 
100 x 12 meters* 


All sidings on the airfield are of the normal German railway gauge fl The 
northernmost spur runs parallel to the runway 0 For more than a year, no 
traffic has been observed on this line* 


Another siding spur runs immedia tely south of the hangars and of the fuel depot 
mentioned in paragraph 4

■S tter. Aj.Ef3.eld Buildings s 

The main road running northwest/southeast of the airfield is ealled 
Lauchstaedter Strasse and the administration and barracks buildings 
of the airfield are located east of this road. The roads leading from 
lauc hataedter Strasse to the airfield are blodked, for the civilian 
popuiation. Access from the staff and barracks buildings to the airfield is 
available through an underpass under Lauchstaedter Strasse. At the point 
vhere this underpass crosses under the main road, the re i s a guard shack 
manned by a sentry* 

The so-oalled «Staff Building" (Stabs-Gebaude ) is also known as "Block 11." 

it has bedn Used as a staff building' only since late autumn 1954^ before 

which d&te the staff building vas situated opposite the aircraft parking 
apron. 

The staff building has cellar, ground -floor and second floor, and a 
complicated antenna system as shown in sketch#l is connected to it. 

According to its eolor, the wire used in this antenna system is 
almost definitely bare copper* 


Some of the rooms in the cellar appear to be lecture rooms, since they 
have blackboards and maps. On the ground floor are telephone and radio 
i ns tallati ons and the first floor is divided roughly in half by the Office 
of the colonel coramanding the airfield and the office of Lt. Gol* Shulak 
(phonetic spelling), the staff officer of the signal unit on the airfield. 

Connected to the staff building by a cable which is about 25 mm thick, and 
about 100 meters west of the building, lies an earth bunker. In this 
bunker are two separate telephone exchanges, each of which has a manual 
switchboard of 40 lines.

Immediately to the west of the staff building lies the officers i 
mess with steam baths. Next to the officers* mess are the officers* 
and enlisted men*s kitchens. 

building is a two-story block of flats for officers * 
fami]Lies. and east of this a two-story shopr i 

— I ibe contents having been transferred from premi se s 

in August-Bebel-S trasse . Four German civilians and eight 

German women are employed here. The goods are supplied by the 
Magdeburg Konsum-Verband. East of this shop is a three-story building 
whi.ch houses families of German civilian workers of the Bunawerk and 
Soviet officers. A similar block of mixed families Is located next 
door t o this. The lieutenant colonel coramanding the signals unit lives 
in the second block. 


A two-story building is used for general administration (pereonnel, pay, 
rations, etc.;. On its ground-floor is the school for political 
instruction. In the Immediate vicinity is a club house with motion 
picture theater, newly built in 1954, and next to this a three story 
block of liat s occupied by single officers and married officers with 
families, mostly flying personnel. 

Adjoining a building containing officers 1 and enlisted men*s

There are three blocks of flats occupied by Soviet officers * families. 

In the ground floor of one of these buildings is the. m headquarters, 
commanded by a major, with the second in command holding a captain*s rank. 
Both of these officers wear Soviet air force uniforms.

f. Radio : 

The radio installation has a telescopic mast|about 12 meters higty from 
the top of which a single wire leads steeply downwards to a concrete 
bunker. The bunker is partly subterranean and contains among other things 
an electric generator. Around this mart are grouped at uneven distances four 
stakes, each about 80 cm high. The tops of these stakes are all joined by 
a wire which also leads off into the same concrete bunker, Immediately 
west of Lauchstaedter Strasse and also west of this bunker is another 
telescopic mast, about 15 meters high. From the top of this a wire lead 
runs down to the bunker. A two-meter-high stake supports this lead in the 
vicinity of the bunker. ■ \

The anti-aircraft unit of the airfield has its accommodations in the buildings 
of the previous ifarkscheffel- machine factory in Horst-Strasse. This unit 
has its searchlights stored in the garages of the airfield. The searchlights 
have a diameter of about 60 cm and are mounted on two-axle trucks, which 
have double tires on their rear wheels. Nearby are stables for the horses 
belonging to the airfield. One pair of these animals belong to the signal 
unit, while the other five belong to the general adminlstration. Attached 
to the stables is a pigsty, now run by a Soviet civilian.

Female officers from Msrseburg airfield are allowed to wear 
civilian clothing when not on duty» 

For seyeral days prior to the announcement of the replacement of Malenkov by 
Bulganin, the personnel of t'fersebnrg airfield were on alert status» This 
was evinced by a doubling of the number of alert aireraf t and by the fact 
that all personnel constantly carried gas masks» The alert continued until 
some days after the Soviet cabinet change» 
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
